parade through the city streets, blazed into a series of street 
disorders today, in which four men were shot and three were in- 
jured by mob violence.

July was sentenced to serve fifteen years in the state penitentiary font) 
the alleged looting of that institution. 


The petition is not of the usual report, that is, it has not'beenT 


circulated in the county of Halifax, where Pool lived and labored1 
for signatures of persons residing there. Instead, it is a-letter pre- 
pared by the convicted man's counsel and which, it is alleged, sets, 
forth his serious physical condition, his loss of weight ancT on this- 
ground asks for executive clemency. The petition is supported by 
four letters, signed by prominent Eichniond ministers whose name*1 
are given as Rev. George McDaniel. Rev. Mr. Scherer, Rev. Mr-. Mc- 
Laughlm and Rev. Mr. Burkhart, these endorsing the petition and; • 
asking for his release. 


* 
The appeal for clemency was filed 


with the governor's secretary early 
this week, it is understood, but "word 
of the development reached'Halifax 
county only yesterday and caused a 
good deal of comment 
It~te' reported 


that no little indignation has .been 
aroused over the procedure and fhcre 
is every reason to believe that Com- 
monwealth s Attorney James S. Eas- 
ley wll feel called upon to resist th« 
effort to free Pool. It ia understood, 
that the governor will not act without 
a hearing in the 'matter. 


Executive 
clemency 
would 
not 


cause any change in Pool's physical 
surroundings, for he is still in the hos- 
pital and too ill to be moved. 
How- 


ever, it is held that knowledge of the 
hftmg of the penitentiary sentence 
would icsult in great mental relief 
to the man and that thisrmight pro- 
long his life 
It is understood that 


the letter to the governor sets forth 
th.e fact that Pool is constaUtly^osihif * * 
weight and now scales but 110 pounds. 


There has been, however, no marked 


decline in Pool s condition since he 
entered the hospital, Jt is said. The 
penitentiary authorities last August 
by action granted permission foi .him 
to be kept at1 Grace Memorial Hos- 
pital as a special concession,, so that 
he might be under the continued ob- 
servation of h's phys'cian. An oper- 
at'on was pioposed at one time, but 
Pool has been so weak that it has 
been felt that to undertake.it would 
probably result fatally.

ago he suffered the lemoval of one 
of his kidneys and the other ia now- 
said to be seriously impaired and his 
recovery to normal strength has been 
Cor some time considered impossible.

Pool, after securing- numerous con- » 


t'nuances. was tried in his absence 
and was sentenced for looting tHa 
bank of about $200,000 over a period - 
of years.
